I know 
these methods differ amongst 
our most successful fitters and 
show men, and so the best I can 
do is to state some of the prin- 
ciples which I have applied in 
obtaining satisfactory results. 


iries of this nature come from young 
le who are interested in the selection of 
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I have al- 


ways gone on the theory that the calf is 
started toward the show ring before it is 


born. 


In other words I have selected my 


show prospects very largely on the basis of 
their ancestry. There may be some “freak” 
show animals, but as a rule show qualities 
are inherited. My experience has been that 
descendants of show cattle are much better 
prospects than those which come from an- 
cestors which have never been known to 
produce anything out of the ordinary. Of 
course, a pedigree is not infallible, but at 
the same time, it is a valuable barometer 


and fortunately the show ring 


checks up 


this point, because the best pedigree in the 
world cannot carry an animal through to a 


championship. 


Our American shows, especially the Inter- 


national, with 


its steer classes to hold 


breeding work to all practical ends, have 
been great educational centers along this 


line. 


{ have found that often times calves 


with meritorous backgrounds may at first 
fail to show promise, but right handling 
methods ultimately have developed them 
into great show animals which has taught 
me to believe that breeding really does 
count far more than the average person 
thinks in the awards that are handed out 
at tne shows. My practice has been to start 
our show calves on good nurse cows as soon 
as their mothers fail to give them all the 
milk they will take, but still keep the calf 
on its own mother until she should be al- 


lowed to go dry.

It is not a good idea to 


take the calf entirely away from its moth- 
er until the normal period of nursing has 
expired for two reasons, one being a matter 
of economy, and the other to develop and 
maintain the milking qualities of the dam. 
Another important thing I have learned in 
connection with nurse cows is that nothing 
is gained by keeping a calf on a nurse cow 
too long, and I will qualify this statement 
by giving the maximum time when 
the calf is twelve months of age. 
I think it is not only an extrava- 
gance to supply nurse cows for old- 
er calves, but that it is more likely 
than not to prove detrimental to 
them. In fact I believe that more 
young animals are injured by an 
excess of milk over too long a per- 
iod than by any other method of 
over-feeding. 

And speaking of milk, Aberdeen- 
Angus cows are much better milk- 
ers than they are generally sup- 
posed to be, although for many 
years their milking qualities have 
not been exploited, particularly in America. 
I personally know that there are many 
great milkers amongst Aberdeen-Angus 
cows, and it is a matter of record that they 
have been used to an advantage as milk 
animals in the past. In 1892 an Aberdeen- 
Angus cow won the British Dairy Farmers’ 
Association contest at London, England, and 
the Australian breeders developed milking 
strains of Aberdeen-Angus that were sec- 
ond to none in that country. I visited one 
time a herd in Scotland which was used to 
supply the dairy requirements for a small 
town. Of course, there is no reason for de- 
veloping our breed along dairy lines; in fact 
to do so successfully might detract some 
from the unexcelled beef conformation of 
our cattle. At the same time, however, I 
feel that we should encourage the milking 
qualities of all Aberdeen-Angus cows to the 
end that they will be better mothers than 
they would otherwise be. 

In handling our show cattle it has been 
my practice to keep the young females and 
young bulls in separate lots, bulls at the 
age of about a year being put in individual 
lots because quite often a number of young 
bulls running together will indulge in so 
much playful skirmishing as to run off too 
much flesh. Whereas exercise up to a cer- 
tain point is of vital importance in fitting 
show cattle, too much acts as a hindrance 
to putting on finish. I have always been 
particular to see that our show cattle had 
grass lots to run in rather than dry lots, 
because I believe that green grass has many

beneficial qualities. From early spring un- 
til the flies get bad, our show cattle have 
been allowed to stay in the lots with the ex- 
ception of time necessary for feeding and 
grooming. As the season advances, the sun 
gets brighter, and the flies more trouble- 
some, the animals are permitted to run in 
the lots only during the night, being turned 
out late in the evening and brought in be- 
fore sunup in the morning. During the day 
they are kept covered by canvas blankets 
in a light and well ventilated barn prefer- 
ably screened so as to exclude flies as much 
as possible. Some fitters prefer dark base- 
ment stalls as a protection against flies 
and for lowering the temperature, but I 
have always felt that light airy quarters 
have a sanitary advantage which should not 
be ignored. I am a great believer in the 
benefits of grooming. Therefore, beginning 
in early spring and continuing until the 
show season ends, we go over our show cat- 
tle as often as time will permit with brushes 
and rub rags. Very little washing is done, 
because too much of it deadens the hair 
and takes out that oily substance which 
adds luster to it. I feel very strongly that 
natural bloom obtained by these methods is 
preferable to depending altogether on the 
application of rubbing mixtures and lamp- 
black just before the animal enters the show 
ring. 

The feet of show animals require consid- 
erable attention and should be watched very 
closely, especially is this true of mature 
cattle. The hoof should be trimmed to 
carry the weight squarely, and the foot 
should be washed out and disinfected occa- 
sionally. Running out at night on grass 
moist from dew or rain is very beneficial to 
the feet, as well as providing exercise which 
is of the utmost importance. Good herds- 
men or caretakers will see that their ani- 
mals have the advantage of every oppor- 
tunity to do their best. In this connection, 
I believe that too many owners who do not 
do their own fitting overlook the import- 
ance of a good herdsman. The right kind 
of a herdsman both at home and on the 
road is a vital factor in the herd’s success. 
That he must be steady, of good habits, and 
know how to show to the best advantage in 
the ring are only part of his requirements. 
His disposition towards his animals, I be- 
lieve, to get the herd loaded and away from 
the show grounds on time, and unloaded 
and in comfortable quarters at the next 
show, mean a great deal also. As I have 
often stated, a good herdsman thinks of his 
cattle first and his own comfort afterwards.

To Judge at 
Buenos Aires 


Mr. Otto V. Battles, owner of Rosemere 
Farms, Yakima, Washington, and Maquoke- 
ta, Iowa, has been highly honored by being 
invited to pass judgment on the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle at the great International ex- 
position to be held in Buenos Aires during 
the month of August. The invitation came 
by cable from Senor Adolfo Bioy, president 
of the Argentina Rural Society, which was 
the result of the recommendation of Senor 
Ricardo Sauze, president of the Corporation 
Argentina de Aberdeen-Angus, of Buenos 
Aires.

Beware, oh Beware 


A very good friend of the Journal who 
resides in one of the western mountain 
states has been spreading the Aberdeen- 
Angus gospel among the ranchers in his 
vicinity in the hopes of getting some of 
them interested in breeding Aberdeen-An- 
gus beef cattle on their ranges where the 
cattle have to rustle for a living both win- 
ter and summer—the whole year ’round. He 
says: “I am afraid these men are running 
exclusively to ‘range breeds’ so it is diffi- 
cult to get them interested.” Just more 
propaganda against one of the very best 
breeds of beef cattle—Aberdeen-Angus—a 
breed that is capable of rustling with any 
other under any and all conditions. The 
facts in the matter are that Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle are fast gaining ground in face 
of the circulation of just this propaganda. 
Those who have placed a few Aberdeen- 
Angus cows out with their regular herds 
are loud in their praise for Aberdeen-Angus. 
One ranch man in Wyoming told me per- 
sonally that he was changing to Aberdeen- 
Angus, after giving them a trial, simply 
because he found them superior in roughing 
ability. They will range as far or farther 
from water and they will come to the winter 
quarters in better condition than any other 
breed according to this man who has made 
an actual trial by running Aberdeen-Angus 
right along with his other beef cattle. In the 
mountains he says they will range higher 
and come down fatter in the fall. If this 
is not true why are so many men in the 
range country turning to Aberdeen-Angus? 
All the Journal asks is that those who may 
be leastwise skeptical turn a few Aberdeen- 
Angus out with their regular herds to see 
what really happens.

A New Peak 


It matters little whether Aberdeen-Angus 
fat cattle are marketed from the corn belt 
feed lots or from the lots of far away 
states, they go to the top. From the Okla- 
homa Live Stock News is taken the infor- 
mation that substantiates this assertion. On 
May 9th, 1940, Mr. J. F. Pfeiffer, of Or- 
lando, Oklahoma, sent to market thirty-five 
Aberdeen-Angus steers and heifers that set 
a new high of $11.25, just seventy-five cents 
per hundred above anything in the yards 
that day. Mr. Pfeiffer, a prominent Aber- 
deen-Angus breeder, was indeed proud of 
this record made by his home bred year- 
lings, which were reported to have been the 
best seen in that division in these yards for 
a period of nearly three years. They aver- 
aged 779 pounds when sent to the killers at 
the top of $11.25 per hundred weight. They 
had been finished in a dry lot for a period 
of 161 days on a ration of corn, meal, two 
bales of alfalfa hay daily and all the prairie 
hay they would eat. 

Aberdeen-Angus make good wherever 
they are bred, fed, shown, or sold. It is by 
sheer excellence that the breed is so rapidly 
forging ahead in the beef making sections 
of the United States. Some one has said 
they could not do it, but they are doing it 
here, there and everywhere. If there is a 
doubting Thomas in your community, just 
get him to put in a few head with his next 
bunch of feeding cattle, let them go right 
along_with any breed, on the same rations 
and under the same conditions, gathering 
their better quality from the same feed 
bunks—that’s all we ask.

the hand of every herdsman, shepherd and 
groom; every 4-H club member who feeds a 
farm animal is its beneficiary; it has flow- 
ered in a useful and increasingly popular 
knowledge of animal genetics and nutrition- 
al chemistry, ministers effectively, in veter- 
inary practice and advice, to countless herds, 
flocks and studs, and is the factual founda- 
tion of animal husbandry instruction in 
every class room and judging pavilion. 

Animal husbandmen know that their lead- 
ership is effective only in so far as it in- 
spires and justifies the cooperation of breed- 
ers and their organizations. Another stronz 
and directive factor in the advancement of 
the work of animal husbandmen is a group 
of established periodicals published in the 
interest of the major breeds. Still another 
contributor to the usefulness and expansion 
of their public service is the farm, dairy and 
general live stock press. And the picture 
would be far from complete without the in- 
clusion of national, state, and local exhibit- 
ions, where the long history of man’s efforts 
to improve domestic animals is recapitulated 
in living facts. So it comes to pass that 
leadership in the industry is and long has 
been a continuous cooperative process and 
result. 

By virtue of their more than pecuniary 
interest in good live stock, animal husband- 
men foster a system of diversified farming.

Clear skies following a rainy period ac- 
companied by some high wind pockets, in- 
cluding one that took away the big top over 
the Kershaw sale ring on Saturday preced- 
ing the auction, greeted those who came 
early Sunday to inspect the cattle that were 
to be sold on Monday, May 20th. Green 
pastures filled with black cattle were visible 
in every direction from the main buildings 
where the sale was to be held. As we drove 
into the yard on Sunday morning Mr. Ker- 
shaw was busily engaged in 
selecting a car load of bulls 
with which to fill another (the 
third since the Welsh sale this 
spring) for Mr. A. R. McBur- 
ney, of Welsh, Louisiana. Im- 
mediately following the selec- 
tion of these bulls, we joined 
him in the task of cutting out 
from a group of ninety some 
heifers a load that was to go 
east, all this going on while 
the boys at the barns were 
preparing the bulls and the fe- 
males that were to constitute 
one of the finest sale offerings 
ever to be made from the Ker- 
shaw herd. Sunday was a busy 
day. Prospective buyers were 
in from many states, and it 
was indeed a pleasure to 
tramp the nearby pastures on 
many an inspection trip among 
the females that were to pass 
the auction stand next day. 
The extensive interest among 
old breeders as well as many 
new men to enter the business, 
some of them for the first 
time, surely pointed without 
question, to the ever grow- 
ing popularity of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in the deep south 
and the southwest. Several 
car load purchasers were present marking 
their first and second choices, and in some 
instances checking all the cattle that “would 
do” in order that they might have a wider 
selection when the auction really began.

Two decades, save a single year, have 
passed since the Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
of Michigan have held a public auction of 
breeding cattle. Saturday, June 29th, 1940, 
marks the beginning of new activities by 
Michigan breeders, who have during the in- 
terim increased in numbers until it is now 
possible for a consignment of forty-three 
head to be selected with great care as to 
quality, all coming from no less than four- 
teen different herds. Still other herds are 
not yet sufficiently large to be able to con- 
tribute to such an occasion. 


In the offering are listed nine bulls and 
thirty-four females, every one of which has 
passed the rigid scrutiny of the sales com- 
mittee—Messrs. Sidney Smith, superintend- 
ent at Mr. Scripps famous Wildwood 
Farms; Mr. Avery Martin, long time and 
well known breeder; and Dr. O. S. Hendren, 
of the firm of Hendren Brothers, Webber- 
ville, whom we have met and watched oper- 
ate at many of the leading sales of the na- 
tion during the past few years, during 
which time these gentlemen have assembled 
a splendid herd of breeding cattle. When 
cattle pass a committee such as this they 
just must be sufficiently good to not alone 
promote the breed but the herds from which 
they come. The Michigan Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders Association is sponsoring the auc- 
tion and it is the ambition of each and ev- 
ery member whether he be a contributor to 
this sale or not, that the sale should be 
highly successful from a promotional stand- 
point.

It was indeed a pleasure to drive up to 
the Charles M. Miller, Harmony, Minnesota, 
farm to inspect the breeding herd that is 
being offered at private treaty sale. 

As Charles was not then at home his 
father, R. M. Miller, started to show me the 
young bulls at the barn. There are ten 
young bulls in the bull group and several 
right good prospects to be found in this unit 
although I doubt very much that any one 
man would be interested in taking these 
youngsters along with the herd. 

When I mentioned this to Mr. Miller he 
said that they usually sold sixty head of 
young bulls each spring from their herds to 
supply the demand made on them for both 
pure bred and commercial bulls. These 
young fellows are the regular run of the 
crop, they have not been sorted over for 
they were calves a little too young to go 
out this spring and just now are getting to 
a size to go into light service. 

I mentioned the bulls first in order to get 
right down to brass tacks on the female end 
of this draft. The thirty cows seen after 
Charles arrived at the farm are a well pro- 
portioned lot of individuals and well they 
should be too, for they are all descendants 
of just a few well bred foundation females 
purchased some time ago. The foundation 
cows were Elba of Glyn Mawr 7th, a Fin- 
larig Elba whose progeny constitutes a big 
share of the entire offering, another female 
much in evidence in the tabulations is a 
Blackcap cow purchased from the P. J. Don- 
ohoe herd and the rest of the animals are of 
the Eisa Erica family. 

With every animal tracing directly back 
to only three or four foundation females 
one can readily see that this is a very even 
group all the way through.

In looking over these females Charles 
said that he would not mind keeping back 
about ten head if he could sell the rest as 
one unit. I asked which ones he would want 
and what do you think he said. He said 
that he would be willing to retain any of 


. _. calves, is line bred to Earl 
gg Marshall, through his Inter- 


ence between the thirty cows. He would 
pick ten to keep or the buyer could pick 
twenty to go and leave the rest. Charles 
mentioned this only if some buyer would 
not care to take all thirty females in one 
bunch. 

Down east of the barn in a small pasture 
was found thirteen young females, and they 
were really a nice lot. These were the heif- 
er calves out of the same crop as the young 
bulls in the barn. The breeding could not 
be beaten on any of them for in this group 
was found six Blackcaps, four Finlarig El- 
bas and three Eisa Ericas with several typy 
club prospects in the bunch, heifers that 
could easily go into a show string if they 
were fitted. 

The Millers were undecided whether or 
not to advertise one of the older sires but 
finally decided that they would sell the 
choice of either Bell Boy Burgess or Earl 
Eric of Ada to any purchaser who desired 
a proven sire to go along to complete the 
breeding plant. This setup would enable 
any purchaser to go right into production 
and to start right in on the sales end of the 
business.

General 2d of Page has 
a good record in Virginia as a sire of good 
breeding bulls, for each year to date a Cres- 
we'l bred son of General 2d of Page has 
ranked at the top in the Virginia sales.

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Are You a Beginner 


A Story of a Young Breeder, with Suggestions

iful shores of Lake Champ-

poeta oe in 1936 in a 360 acre farm 
which was then in the widow stage. Need- 
less to say everything was run down, the 
land, the buildings, the fences, and no stock 
was kept that summer and the hay was sold 
standing. What a fine place to locate an 
‘Aberdeen-Angus herd where hay and past- 
ure were plentiful. ae : 
y then beginners and like mos 
wanes We made mistakes. Although 
uite well read in the many farm papers 
and journals, we were not aware of the fact 
that excellent advice was ours for the ask- 
ing at the many Agricultural Colleges and 
Experiment Stations of the country. We 
now feel that the advice of a trained man 
would have saved us a great deal of money 
in the beginning. 

Our first big mistake was made after the 
urchase of the farm. A few men were hir- 
ed to clean up the junk that had accumulat- 
ed around the buildings and to remodel and 
paint the house so we could have a tenant, 
and then remodel all of the rest of the 
buildings, putting novelty siding over the 
old vertical siding on the main barns and 
matching the rest of the buildings to it and 
finally culminating in the erection of a new 
horse barn. This building program contin- 
ued through to the end of 1937 which was 
very costly and furthermore not at all nec- 
essary. 

In the spring of 1937 a man was hired 
with tools and power to get the crops in, 
cut brush, and start farming. In June of 
that year a commercial herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus consisting of fifteen cows with 
calves at foot, and a bull, were purchased 
from a local dealer and turned out to pas- 
ture after the fences had been patched up 
and fixed. The cattle did well right from 
the start and when they were brought up to 
the barns in the fall they were in excellent 
condition. 

In the fall of 1937 some difficulty with 
labor was experienced and a change was 
made. Two men were employed with equip- 
ment for the next year. These men accomp- 
lished much in the way of building up the 
farm land, fences, and taking good care of 
all farm equipment, however they were us- 
ed to dairy cattle and it was hard for them 
to adjust themselves to this type of farm- 
ing and furthermore the expense of keeping 
two men the year around was not felt justi- 
fiable. It is felt that a good herdsman is 
hard to find in Vermont. 


Because of the hilly and wooded condition 
of part of our pasture, early in 1938 a flock 
of fifty grade sheep was purchased and lat- 
er in the spring my father attended the 
Hastern States Sale held at Ithaca, New 
York. He bought at that sale a bull which 
has done our herd worlds of good, register- 
ed as Cayuga’s Black Lad 2d 536012, and a 
bred heifer the foundation stock for our 
pure bred herd, registered as Black Jester’s 
Elba 4th 515069. At this time a pure bred 
Shropshire ram was purchased from Cornell 
University. I cannot over emphasize the 
importance of investing in the very best 
stock obtainable. 

During the summer of 1938 our crops 
were good but our pasture short. We had in- 
creased our herd to about forty-five head all 
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On the 
lain, that 


told and at this time felt the necessity of 
finding a good market for our products. The 
fattening of our steers and several cows 
was started. Pressure was then brought to 
bear in drastically reducing all expenses. 
Like all business men, my father, after in- 
vesting a considerable sum in this business, 
expected to get a fair return on his capital- 
ization but was disappointed in the first 
sales which were made. 

That fall we again made a change in ja- 
bor and employed one man the year around 
at a reasonable rate and arranged to have 
an extra man during the summer to help in 
working the seventy acres of crop land. Ex- 
penses were kept at a minimum and grad- 
ually sales have increased. During 1939 
things ran very smoothly and although the 
receipts did not quite meet our expenses we 
have increased our inventory and for the 
year 1940 it is expected a small profit will 
be made. 

Once a man invests heavily in a business 
and fails to see where it is going to make 
any immediate profit he quickly loses inter- 
est and he refuses to make any further im- 
provements. I believe that is the attitude 
of my father at the present time. One can- 
not blame him for his views considering the 
way in which he arrived at them. I daresay 
many of you know of similar cases some of 
which collapsed while others overcame their 
difficulties and forged on to become some 
of our most successful Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders. 

But if I could only reach some of the be- 
ginners in beef cattle farming, especially 
business men seeking to make a profitable 
investment, with this true experience and 
point out to them our mistakes and what 
we now believe to be the smart way of be- 
ginning, I will have first served my coun- 
try in some small way, the breeders of beef 
cattle in general, and more particularily the 
breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 


The first suggestion I would make to all 
those interested in starting a beef cattle 
farm is to consult your nearest Agricultural 
College, Experiment Station, or County 
Agent and find out from them what they 
think about the advisability of that type of 
farming in your region. They are trained 
men and they have the facts at their dispos- 
al to advise you along practical and yet 
scientific lines of management in this enter- 
prize. One must not forget in this day and 
age the necessity for keeping modern. 

If I were to take over this same farm as 
it was in the summer of 1936 with my pres- 
ent experience plus my college training at 
Cornell University I would stress the im- 
portance of not overcapitalizing in build- 
ings. Aberdeen-Angus cattle do not need 
tight, warm buildings, in fact they do better 
when allowed to rough it and just sheltered 
from the wind and rain. The roof and foun- 
dation are the most important things to 
check. Any farmer can rip out old dairy 
stanchions and build a simple feed rack. 


I would employ the cheapest farm labor 
I could obtain to do the necessary farm 
work for it does not take a skilled man to 
tend to beef cattle. They require very little 
attention. During the summer all the time 
can be devoted to raising and harvesting 
crops. Chores are very light. Fences could 


be temporarily fixed until the following 
spring. 


Assuming that I am employed as mana- 
ger, | would go to the various Aberdeen- 
Angus sales in my territory and buy the 
very best animals offered. Needless to say _ 
I would be in touch with these through “The 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal.” Only a few ani- 
mals would be purchased the first year but 
they would be of the best. If all breeders 
could only realize that the best animals re- 
turn the greatest profits they would soon 
cull out their grade animals and put their 
money in some of the better pure bred ani- 
mais. In this way one of the top herds in 
the community would soon be built up. 
There would be an ever increasing demand 
for these premium cattle and their off- 
spring. Part of the money some people 
spend on buildings could thus be put to bet- 
ter advantage in fine cattle which produce 
and make good profits. 


Good equipment saves much labor. No 
special machines are necessary for beef cat- 
tle production outside of the ordinary tools 
found on most farms. Farm tools may be 
economically purchased at farm auctions. A 
good silo is of consideable importance where 
grass and corn grow well. 

Next it would be advisable to go over the 
land carefully in the fall and plan out a 
system of farming in conjunction with mod- 
ern agricultural practices with crop rota- 
tions and field boundaries determined by 
natural conditions. Also at this time work 
out a plan of rotation grazing of pasture 
which will supply the cattle with more uni- 
form feed throughout the grazing season. 
Along with this plan it would be wise to 
work out a program of fertilization of crop 
land and pasture in order to increase the 
productivity of the farm. Fencing of the 
farm in the spring could be undertaken ac- 
cording to this well thought-out plan. 


I would attend the spring Aberdeen-An- 
gus sales and purchase the best at each sale 
until I had about three-fourths of the total 
number that could be carried on this farm. 
Many contacts would be made by this time 
and some purchases could be made by priv- 
ate treaty. 

At an early date in the spring an exper- 
ienced herdsman or showman should be hir- 
ed to fit and show some of these cattle at 
the different fairs in the East. An adver- 
tising program should be set up and main- 
tained and the showing of cattle would be 
a large part of it. 


I would expect to make a profit the sec- 
ond year from the sale of young stock at 
some of the Aberdeen-Angus sales and sales 
at the farm by private treaty. Now at this 
time after profits are being made one can 
think of making improvements gradually. 
The order of importance would be fertilizer, 
fences, the cow barn, sheds and other stor- 
age buildings, and lastly the house. 


It is no doubt true that many beginners, 
like my father, have gone into this business 
not too well informed, going about things 
back-hand-to, getting into a vicious cycle of 
mistakes of which there is no end, and fin- 
ally quitting and taking a large loss after 
becoming thoroughly discouraged with beef 
cattle production. However I do not believe 
this need be the case (nor is it in ours) for 
there are always young college trained men 
like myself who are willing and available 
and qualified with experience to make a 
profitable business of beef cattle farming.

I believe the first step in utilizing our in- 
creased acreages of pastures and hay crops 
efficiently and profitably is to have as much 
quality as possible in our breeding herds. 
They need not of necessity be purebreds. 
Good grades of any chosen breed mated 
with purebred sires will do the job very 
well. A good, practical demonstration of 
this can be found at Sni-A-Bar Farms at 
Grain Valley, Missouri, where Shorthorn 
cows were purchased on the Kansas City 
market. Purebred sires were used and the 
heifer calves were kept and bred to other 
purebred sires. Now after 20 years these 
high-grade cattle can hardly be distin- 
guished from purebreds. We began our herd 
in the same manner in 1926 and have never 
since purchased other females. We make 
replacements from our own heifers and at 
the same time grade up our herd. 

Use of good bulls is very important in 
utilizing profitably the grass and hay we 
are now growing. It is probably true that 
an auction sale bull at $60 will eat as much 
grass as a good purebred, but in order to 
make our cow herd pay we must produce 
calves which will grow and fatten rapidly 
and sell for top prices when they reach mar- 
ket. Too many of our Illinois beef herds 
are badly crossed mixtures of beef and dairy 
breeding, headed by some nondescript bull. 
We cannot do a profitable job of raising 
beef on our high-priced Corn-Belt land with 
cheap cattle. The western cattlemen do not 
attempt this on their cheap range lands, and 
neither should we. 

A beef cow herd offers a satisfactory so- 
lution for utilizing our greater acreages of 
hay and pasture. Cows can be maintained 
on pastures and hay throughout the year 
without purchase of any additional feeds. 
It is a good feeling at this time of year to 
open the gates and let the breeding herd go 
out to make some money for us from the 
grass instead of having to fill our pastures 
with $10 or $11 steers and spend a lot of 
sleepless nights until they are back at the 
market. 

Summer management is very simple on 
permanent pastures. On legume pastures 
such as sweet clover, the seeding in grain 
fields is usually ready by the time the sec- 
ond-year clover has matured and dried up. 
Using grass-legume mixtures and clipping 
the weeds will provide a lot of fall forage. 
Unused pastures can be grazed in the win- 
ter during less severe weather. We are 
growing larger acreages of alfalfa for hay. 
We harvest two crops and pasture the third. 

After pasture season, stalk fields are used 
to eliminate waste. Cows need little feed 
before Christmas, after which time oat 


straw and silage can be used until grass is 
again ready. Since the soil conservation 
program provides large quantities of cheap 
hay, more hay can be used than formerly. 
Cows must be carried through the winter 
economically. The practice of ensiling green 
legumes should work out well for maintain- 
ing beef herds. 

We have our cows start dropping the 
calves in April. The calves remain with the 
cows until the following winter, are started 
on feed at that time, and marketed the next 
fall at about 16 months of age at 900 to 
1000 pounds’ weight. Following this plan 
we can utilize more pasture and sell a 
heavier calf at the time of year the market 
normally is highest. 

We are being asked constantly if a cow 
herd is a profitable investment. In 1932 
the Farm Management Department did 
some cost work on cow herds in Henry, 
Knox, Peoria and Stark counties. Figuring 
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which we will receive our first 
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Utilizing Pasture 


I am a tenant on a 280 acre farm in the 
southern part of LaSalle County, operating 
on a 50-50 live stock lease. 

Our cattle feeding program, stated brief- 
ly, is to utilize our pastures and all rough 
feed. I will teli you briefly the procedure 
we used in 1939 in feeding our cattle on 
pasture (with emphasis on alfalfa pasture.) 

Being in the AAA program, we had 89 
acres out of the 271 crop acres that were 
non depleting—many called these idle acres 
or government ground. They were far from 
being idle on our farm, because we had feed- 
ing cattle to make good use of them. 

On May 7th of last year we had 85 steers 
to turn out first on ten acres of blue grass 
and then onto fifty-four acres of mixed 
alfalfa and clover pastures. These cattle 
were bought in September of the previous 
fall, pastured on an old alfalfa pasture and 
turned into the corn field after the picker 
had gone through. They were placed in the 
feed lot the latter part of November and fed 
corn on the cob and meal, whole oats, and 
alfalfa hay over the winter. We fed limited 
amounts of the corn and oats. A week be- 
fore putting them on pasture we decreased 
their feed nearly one-half. After they got 
used to going on pasture we increased to a 
full feed of corn-and-cob meal and supple- 
ment, and cut down on the oats and hay. 

On August Ist we took these cattle off 
the pasture to feed them in the dry lot for 

from four to six weeks. 
. On August 29th we 
shipped twenty-five 
head and on September 
20th the rest were sent 
in. All in all these cat- 
tle spent about 150 days 
on the mixed pasture, 
and as the winter of 
1938-39 was mild, they 
spent most of the time 
( cleaning up the corn- 
4 stalks. 

In previous years we 
bought our feeders in 
September or October 
but in 1939 it looked as

if there would be an abundance o 

in the oats fields; so we bought Be 
head of steers from Texas in July. This 
gave us at least two months more time to 
pasture. We realized that they would cost 
us a little more and that the selection would 
be a little harder to get, but the advantage 
of utilizing more pasture, and getting the 
cattle acclimated a little earlier, more than 
made up the difference. 

Karly in August we put the forty-nine 
head in a seventy acre oats stubble field 
that had a seeding of alfalfa, red clover 
alsike clover, and timothy. The water was 
piped 1,100 feet to the pasture so that the 
cattle had to stay out there and eat on the 
pasture, instead of coming up to the cattle 
barn to fight flies. They were left on the 
pasture until December 5th when we brought 
them into the dry lot where they were start- 
ed on whole oats and shelled corn. As the 
corn fields were near the pasture, they had 
a chance to clean up the corn after the pick- 
er had finished. 

The gain that these cattle made on the 
pasture was remarkable. Figuring from 
the range weights on July 21st to December 
5th when they were put into the dry lot, 
the gain was 1.7 pounds a day per head. 
There was practically no grain fed these 
cattle except what they picked up in the 
corn field. You might be interested in the 
kind of pasture and the rate of seeding we 
use. We feel that alfalfa should dominate 
the other seeding in the pasture mixture. 
The amounts of seed sown per acre were as 
follows:

You will notice we have left out sweet 
clover. We like sweet clover, but not ina 
pasture mixture. The reason for this is 
that we intend to get hay off this pasture 
the next year after it is seeded and then the 
sweet clover gets so rank it smothers out 
the rest of the mixture, and the stock will 
not eat it.

One of those early morning starts around 
four-thirty gave time to stop and see a 
couple of breeders along the way, make 
plans to stop on the return trip and still 
arrive at the Memphis sale barn before ten 
o’clock that morning.
